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SOUTH Somerset District Council is announc¬ 
ing it will begin a council tax review project 
this month which could result in the council 
collecting thousands of pounds more in tax for 
Somerset's public services. 

The district council wants to ensure that any 
council tax discounts, such as the 25 per cent 
single person discount, are only being applied 
to households that are eligible and not to any¬ 
one who lives with other adults, unless those 
adults are disregarded for council tax pur¬ 
poses.

ALL of Somerset's 18 recycling centres will 
switch to winter opening hours from today, Fri¬ 
day October 1 st, opening at 9am as before but 
closing at 5pm, two hours earlier. 

Open every day of the year except Christmas 
Day, Boxing Day and New Year's Day, recycling 
centres take a range of materials, such as card¬ 
board, garden waste, electrical items and tex¬ 
tiles, as well as bulky items and hazardous 
waste. 

The sites run under contract by Viridor for the 
Somerset Waste Partnership reported 72.2 per 
cent of all material was recycled across the 
county in 2009/10.

E VERY Monday evening the 
2nd Chard Girls' Brigade 
meets in the Methodist 
Church hall from 6.30-8pm dur¬ 
ing term time. They enjoy a 
range of activities in a Christian 
environment and take badges 
which are aimed at developing 
the girls into well-rounded indi¬ 
viduals and cover the themes of 
spiritual, physical, educational, 
and service. 

The Girls' Brigade (Ireland) 
began in Dublin in the 1893, at 
a time when women didn't have 
the vote and girls were given no 
formal education and was con¬ 
sidered quite radical. 

In July 1965 they merged with 
The Girls'Guildry which was 
founded in Scotland in 1900 
and the Girls' Life Brigade, 
founded in England in 1902.To¬ 
gether they formed the Girls' 
Brigade. The aim has always 
been to offer significant oppor¬ 
tunities for girls and young 
women alongside Christian 
teaching. 

The group accepts girls from 
the age of four to 18 and there 
are some things they do sepa¬ 
rately and some as a whole 
group, such as playing games, 
having devotional quiet time 
and craft activities like making 
posters for the Harvest Festival.

There are four age groups, the 
explorers are the four to seven- 
year-olds, Juniors are eight to 
ten, seniors ten to 13 then the 
14 to 18s are the brigaders. The 
older girls are encouraged to 
become officers and give some 
input into the activities. 

The Brigade is a global family 
and the girls get a chance to 
mix with district and regional 
companies which run from Bris¬ 
tol to Cornwall for days out and 
special activities, enabling the 
forging of new friendships that 
can last a lifetime. 

The movement has endeav¬ 
oured to keep up with the 
times, addressing modern is¬ 


sues like internet safety and 
how to manage money. Visits 
from the Police and Red Cross 
create awareness and give them 
skills such as first aid. 

Officers, Jenny Chance and 
Mandy Slingsby, said: "The girls 
like having somewhere to come 
to where there are no boys to 
bother them, not to say they 
don't talk about boys and they 
know they can talk to one of us 
if they have a problem. 

"We have a lot of fun, like the 
toast evening where we had six 
toasters lined up and they could 
eat as much as they liked with 
all kinds of different toppings. 
We do some cooking but are a 
little limited within the time, so 
we make pizzas and biscuits. 

"It is quite surprising how little 
they know about the basics of 
cooking. When we talked about 
rubbing in, they didn't have a 
clue and when we mentioned 
creaming something they said 
'we don't have any cream' 

"We had a chocolate fountain 
evening too, that was messy but 
great fun, and the crafts are par¬ 
ticularly popular. We also have a 
Christmas market every year 
and sell Tearcraft products then 
spilt the proceeds for our own 
funds. 

"We don't have a lot of rules, 
just no chewing gum and good

Hospital fete makes 
a welcome retur

A QUEUE of people waiting outside Crewkerne Hospital 
showed how warmly the public welcomed back the an¬ 
nual fete after its absence. There was no event last year 
due to the work on a new extension and the League of 
Friends were delighted to be back on track with such great 
support. 

The afternoon started with a cheque presentation from 
Mary Spurway, secretary of Crewkerne Bowling Club. 
She had written a book on the history of the club for its 
centenary year and donated £150 on behalf of the club to 
the hospital, which they felt appropriate as it isthe oldest 
charity in the town. 

The new nurses’ station, consultation rooms and X-ray 
area were open for the day to allow the public to view the 
areas paid for by the league’s fundraising and gift aid by 
the public. This year alone, the friends will spend around 
£60,000, having given a major contribution to the hospi¬ 
tal’s recent refurbishment. They have fitted out a new 
kitchen to enable in-house cooking as well as the new 
nurses’ station, offices, laundry and consulting rooms to¬ 
talling £45,000. They have also replaced the patients’ tel¬ 
evision sets following the digital switchover at a cost of 
£2,100 and vital equipment such as blood pressure ma¬ 
chines and oxygen concentrators totalling £13,000. 

Currently they are investigating the cost of replacing the 
main windows of the listed building and the possible pro¬ 
vision of a physiotherapy suite 

The Rotary Club and Inner Wheel joined other volun¬ 
teers to hold various stalls, raffles and games and Brian 
Cornelius played his street organ. 

Chairman of the League of Friends, Rita Westwood, 
said although she was a little disappointed that a repre¬ 
sentative of the Primary Car Trust had been unable to

Doreen loves carnival

T HE coming of autumn turns the 
attention of many local residents 
to carnival, which brings music, 
fun and colour to the darker evenings to¬ 
gether with a chance for the eccentric 
and flamboyant to come out on public 
view. 

Chard born and bred Doreen Toms and 
her husband Marwood have been in¬ 
volved in the town’s carnival since it was 
revived in the 1960s. Now it is truly 
in the blood with her their 
son and daughter-in-law 
both being members of 
Ilminster Carnival Com¬ 
mittee. They even cre¬ 
ated the Spangles club 
for their grandchildren. 
Doreen first became in¬ 
volved in the children’s carni¬ 
val when she was Tawny Owl 
in the local Brownie pack. 
Doreen would love to see a re¬ 
turn to the days when there was 
more involvement by the schools 
and youth groups She said: “They 
don’t have to do a float, just some 
costumes and a walking entry 
would be good to make them a part 
of the fun.” 

Doreen was a member of the orig¬ 
inal Springfield Carnival Club, 
which amalgamated with Aldon- 
vale to become the highly suc¬ 
cessful club Gemini, who wowed 
everyone with their Robin Hood 
tableau To The Trees last year. 

Doreen loves to sew and has 
made many costumes over the 
years, which she has, lovingly 
preserved at home. She has 
known local Elvis imper¬ 
sonator Barry Pauli since he 
was a child and made his 
first outfits. Now Doreen 
enjoys giving talks on the 
history of carnival and 
takes some of her costumes 
along to illustrate them. 

One of Doreen’s proudest 


memories was when the last float of the 
Springfield CC was invited to take part 
in the Lord Mayor’s show in London. 
They were asked to represent the Impe¬ 
rial Cancer charity. “The theme was cel¬ 
ebrating England and the float featured 
Britannia with red white and blue cos¬ 
tumes. 

Doreen said: “The atmosphere was 
amazing. In Somerset people just looke 
but we were such a novelty up there 
among all the trade floats that everyone 
clapped and cheered. We were fed 
halfway round with all kinds of goodies 
because it is a long event. 

“When I give my talks I centre around 
the costumes. I think it is a shame that so 
many costumes get forgotten after all the 
work that goes into them. One of my 
favourites is a Chinese style outfit with 
a hand-sewn dragon on it, appliqued and 
enhanced with embroidery. I got the in¬ 
spiration from a packet of tea. It’s sur¬ 
prising where you get ideas from! 

“I try to include as much of the history 
of carnival as possible although some is 
a little vague. It was supposed to be to 
do with Lent and came from the word 
carnivore - Mardi Gras means fat Tues¬ 
day. Bridgwater has always stemmed 
from Guy Fawkes but I do wonder if it 
was always connected to the harvest 
here. 

“In Chard it was held in the 1920s and 
30s to raise money for the hospital and I 
remember when I was 13 or 14, boys 
with poles soaked in paraffin or some¬ 
thing who were paid to walk alongside 
and shed light. It stopped in the early 50s 
and didn’t start again until the 60s. 

“I have seen a lot of children move on 
to other clubs and some end up married 
to other club members. I think carnival 
is good for young people, it gives them 
new skills and confidence.”

THE ROTARY Club of llminster made special col¬ 
lections outside the Tesco and Co-operative 
stores in the town to raise money for life saving 
equipment for flood victims in Pakistan. 

The special Water-Survival Boxes are de¬ 
signed to support a family of five who have lost 
their homes and all their possessions following 
a disaster. The first priority in the boxes, which 
cost only £150 each including freight, is a water 
purification kit which turns the box itself into 
a valuable water container with the help of a 
special filter and hand pump.

S IMON and Tracey Cooper are celebrating their 
first year at The Gallery Cafe Bar and Bistro in 
Holyrood Street, Chard. 

They moved to South Somerset from Wiltshire 
where they ran a village pub, having gained exten¬ 
sive experience in the hospitality industry working 
for several years in Jersey. 

Tracey hails from New Zealand and comes from a 
family of food lovers. She has an extensive back¬ 
ground in catering and works closely with chef 
Jonathan Clayton, who worked on the QE2 for three 
years, to source local produce and prepare a new 
menu each month. 

The food at The Gallery is predominately classic 
and modern European with a distinct Pacific flavour, 
a nice touch being a list of local suppliers on the re¬ 
verse side of the menu. 

Simon grew up in Tiverton, Devon. Having spent 
many years involved with Jersey Tourism as a water 
ski instructor and beach concession manager, he en¬ 
joys being back in England’s South West with Tracey 
as The Gallery’s mine hosts. 

Whatever the occasion, The Gallery can offer the 
ideal venue with Simon and Tracey making sure you 
and your party are well looked after. 

When my wife Jackie and I visited on Saturday 
evening, the “fully booked” sign was already on the

front door, always a good sign, and Simon came 
bounding down the stairs to welcome us with a firm 
handshake. 

We were shown to a comfortable corner in the up¬ 
stairs restaurant for a pre-dinner gin and tonic and 
complimentary good quality olives. 

The service was friendly and attentive from the 
start and for starters I chose the pistachio potted 
duck pate infused with brandy, served with hot toast 
and a very tangy home-made onion marmalade. 
(£5.90), accompanied by Simon’s very own recipe 
dressing for the green salad. It was so moorish that 
I asked for more toast and marmalade to be able to 
wipe the ramekin clean. 

Jackie went for the New Zealand mussels in a mild 
red Thai curry, fragrant with lime, ginger, corian¬ 
der and coconut (£6), and declared that it had “quite 
a kick” which encouraged me to taste a spoonful of

the liquor in which coconut was the dominant 
flavour. Other starters available included home¬ 
made soup served with toasted ciabatta (£4.50); a Tex 
Mex platter for two including spicy chicken wings 
BBQ baby back ribs, cheese and bacon loaded potato 
skins, buttery corn on the cob, served with salsa and 
mayonnaise (£12); and baked Capricorn goat’s 
cheese with balsamic vinegar studded with rose¬ 
mary and garlic (£5.90). 

Having had four pieces of toast and pate for 
starters I was anxious not to chose an over-filling 
main course to which I wouldn’t do justice. My 
choice was perfect; a roasted three bone best end 
rack of lamb, sitting tantalisingly on a bed of in-sea¬ 
son broad beans and new potatoes with the lightest 
of minted hollandaise sauce (£14.95). 

The lamb was cooked to perfection, pink and ten¬ 
der, and the broad beans, one of my favourite veg¬ 
etables, were as sweet and succulent as I have ever 
tasted. But the real triumph was the light and 
translucent hollandaise sauce. This classic French 
sauce is often served gloopy but this was so light 
and minty, a perfect complement to the lamb. 

Jackie chose the grilled fillet of hake with buttered

samphire greens, herby mash and saffron butter 
sauce (£13.95), a substantial dish which looked very 
enticing on the plate. The thick firm white meat 
had a delicate flavour, with the samphire and herby 
mash being an ideal accompaniment. 

Other main courses from The Gallery’s September 
menu included whole partridge with a reduction of 
red currants and red wine served with chateaux po¬ 
tatoes, glazed carrots and wilted kale (£14.95); and for 
vegetarians, ratatouille stuffed peppers, topped with 
grilled mozzarella served with garlic toasts and 
mixed leaf salad. 

A range of steaks - from rump at £13.95, to a fillet 
or T-bone for £18.95 - are also on the menu with a 
range of sauces (included in the price - Diane, pep¬ 
per, garlic and herb butter and smoked tomatoes. 

As well as the a la carte menu, The Gallery also 
offer two substantial specials - the midweek steak 
deal of two 8oz rump steaks and a bottle of wine for 
£25; and the lobster dinner deal, two fresh lobsters 
and a bottle of wine for £48. The latter is available 
on Wednesdays to Saturday with reservations essen¬ 
tial. 

A party on a neighbouring table celebrating a 
birthday went for the lobster special (served with 
rice and asparagus) and it certainly looked appetising. 

It was our intention to share a sweet but seeing 
some of the mouth-watering concoctions coming out 
of the kitchen, we decided to be brave and order a 
dessert each. 

Jackie decided on the treacle and orange tart, 
served warm with cream or ice-cream (£5) and I 
couldn’t ignore the Jamaican lime crunch with its 
deep ginger base and creamy filling (£5). 

It was billed as “once tasted, not forgotten” which 
wasn’t far from the truth. Baked chocolate cheese¬ 
cake served with a raspberry coulis (also £5) was 
also on the dessert menu and a wide selection of 
cheeses was on offer for £6.50, served with biscuits, 
celery, apple and olive jam. 

Pudding wines are a bit of an acquired taste and 
few restaurants stock them these days. Not so The 
Gallery. They offer two sweet wines, available by 
the bottle or a glass for £5.50 (125 ml) or £3 (50 ml). A 
glass of vintage port will cost you £3.60. 

Overall, The Gallery has a very extensive wine list, 
especially for a bistro, ranging from a Cote du Rhone 
bin end for £12 a bottle to a three litre (party bottle) 
of Dogajola Sangiovese full-bodied red at £58.20. 
There’s a full range of wines from all the leading 
wine producing countries, including Argentina, with 
prices averaging between £14.50 to £19.50 a bottle.

The next one is a Rocky Horror Murder Show on 
October 30th, the £30 ticket including a three-course 
meal, murder mystery entertainment, costume and 
detective prizes. 

The Gallery is also a popular venue for Sunday 
lunch with traditional roast served from 11am to 
3pm. One main course will cost £8.95, two courses 
£13.50; three courses £17.95, iirloin of mature beef,

roast loin of pork and a whole roasted partridge 
being some of the dishes available. 

The Gallery also doubles for local artists to show¬ 
case their talent, closing on the first Tuesday of each 
month to launch a new exhibition with a private 
viewing. Currently showing are the oil paintings of 
local artist Michael Aplin. 

Chard has never been on my list of Saturday nights 
out but visiting The Gallery may well change that. 
Simon and Tracey have enjoyed their first year at 
The Gallery - so have their ever increasing list of 
satisfied customers.

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Porsche announces 
record turnover 

PORSCHE AG, Stuttgart, has again achieved 
outstanding results in the business year 
2009/10 (July 31). 

According to the preliminary figures, with a 
growth of 17.9 percent to 7.79 billion euros, 
Porsche achieved the highest turnover in com¬ 
pany history. Sales also rose by 8.8 percent to 
81,850 (previous year: 75,238) vehicles. 
Michael Macht, Chairman of the Porsche AG 
Board of Management, foresees a further dy¬ 
namic company development: "The record 
turnover dramatically demonstrates that 
Porsche has regained its former strength. 
Porsche will also follow up the positive trend in 
the current business year." Macht primarily 
bases this upon the Cayenne and Panamera, 
along with the 911 Speedster and the 911 Car¬ 
rera GTS. Both of these new models will cele¬ 
brate their world premiere at the Paris Motor 
Show this week. 

In the previous business year 2009/10, the 
Panamera, which was introduced on the world¬ 
wide market in September 2009, achieved sales 
of 20,615 units.The highest-volume model line 
remained the Cayenne with 29,855 sold. De¬ 
spite the model changeover in the series in 
spring 2010, the decline only amounted to 12.9 
percent. The entirely new Cayenne, at Porsche 
Centres since May of this year, has already 
reached 11,618 units. 

The sales of the 911 series were affected by the 
continuing difficult economic conditions facing 
the sports car market. In the business year 
2009/10, according to preliminary figures, sales 
dropped by 27.4 percent to 19,663 units. It 
should be noted, however, that the model mix 
was improved. Total sales for the new 911 Turbo 
and the 911 Turbo S amounted to 4,055 units. 
Sales of the Boxster and Cayman together de¬ 
clined by 10.8 percent to 11,717 units. Of these, 
6,865 were the Boxster roadster and 4,852 the 
Cayman.
